A Bright Young Star 


H.G. Wells was a very prominent member of the 


Fabian Society. He had been invited to join the Fabians WC 


after his success of Anticipations in 1901. He lost no 
time in accepting it, His dalliance with the Fabians was 
short but powerful. He captured the younger Fabians 
with his daring recommendations of sexual freedom and the 
resentment he felt about those better nourished individuals who 
had never known the deprivations of a working class 
background. By this time of course "H.G" Wells, like the 
majority of the other Fabians, was a well heeled capitalist 
himself. H.G. could not help including reality in his work 
writing his life's experiences, and what he was involved in 
showed through in most of his work. 


He had been an apprentice draper and hated it and broke away 
to be a pupil-teacher, even though he failed at first to get a 
degree. He married his cousin Isabef, but ran off with one of 
his pupils, who later became his second wife, and had his first 
success with The Time Machine. All these experiences were 
reflected in his work. In 1909 he wrote a book called Ann 
Veronica, a novel that depicts his passionate love for Amber 
Reeves, the gifted young Fabian who had one of H.G's babies, 
Then this story is told again in The New Machiavelli, which 
also includes the Webbs (Sidney Webb and Beatrice Potter- 
Webb, the husband and wife team who led the Fabians; Webb 
was later made Baron Passfield] as the Baileys in the story. He 
was a big supporter of the League of Nations and a firm 
believer in world peace under Socialism and never minded 
using the term "The New World Order". In one year he wrote 
one million words by hand (there were no computer terminals

in those days) in his Outline of History. In his book The Shape 
of Things to Come in 1930, he wrote: 


"From the point of view of the ecologist the establishment of 
the modern state marks an epoch in biological history. It has 
been an adaptation, none too soon, of our species to changing 
conditions that must otherwise have destroyed it. The immense 
developments and disasters of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries show us mankind scrambling on the verge of 
irreparable disaster. 


The infinite toil of millions of tormented brains, the devotion 
and persistence of countless 
forgotten devotees, gave for form 
and clear purpose in time to what 
were at first mere floundering and 
clutching towards safety. The 
threatened race did not fall back into 
that abyss of extinction which has 
swallowed up so many of the bolder 
experiments of life. In pain and 
uncertainty it clambered past its 
supreme danger phase, and now it 
| has shrugged to such a level of 
assurance, understanding and safety 
as no living substance has ever 
attained before ..... and the common 
man has also been deprived of any 
weapons for his ready 
combativeness and of any liberty in 
its release.... and this present phase 
is the victory of creative power 
working through the individualities 
of a more intelligent minority, in the face of universal 
confusion, taking indeed advantage of that confusion to 
inaugurate our present order. That willful minority has opened 
the gates to a power and abundance of existence beyond all 
former dreaming," 


Prediction or Dictation? 


Prophesising the future which gave too close a look at the 
New World Order ground plan might have been one of the 
reasons for his break with the Fabians and high flying 
socialists. In his book Russia in the Shadows (1921) he 
describes how he met Frank A. Vanderlip at the Moscow guest 
house in Russia in 1920. Frank was one of the founding 
members of the Federal Reserve Bank of the United States and 
a director of the American International Corporation. You can 
imagine H.G. Wells, an ardent socialist visiting Russia. which 
he may have believed was a successful revolution by the 
workers, and finding one of the worlds nchest capitalists in the 
heart of the opposition. Quote: 

"Mr Vanderlip had been staying here, | gathered, for some 
weeks, and proposed to stay some weeks more. He was without 
valet, secretary or interpreter (an interesting thing to be without 
- an interpreter). He did mention once or twice that it was 
strictly financial and commercial and in no sense political ... | 
did not even ask how it could be possible to conduct business 
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the government, nor how it was possible to deal with a 
government upon strictly non-political lines. These were, | 
admitted, mysteries beyond my understanding.” 


What's a Sweet Young Capitalist Like You 
Doing in a Dump Like This? 

When H.G. Wells was having subsequent conversations with 

Lenin, Lenin mentioned the subject and said: 


"What do you think of this New Republican Imperialism that 
comes to us from America?" Lenin proceeded to explain the 
projects with which one American at least was seeking to 
dazzle the imagination of Moscow. There was to be economic 
assistance for Russia and recognition of the Bolshevik 
government .... but some industrial power had to come in and 
help Russia. HG said, "She cannot reconstruct now without 
such help", (Is history repeating itself now after seventy years?) 


Now to put this in the correct perspective, this was 1920. At 
the same time as Mr Vanderlip was selling Lenin and the 
communists a foreign aid investment package, American 
troops were still fighting Lenin's communists in Vladivostok , 
the French were fighting with the communists in the Crimea, 
and the British were fighting, and had been since 1918, at 
Archangel and Murmansk. So H.G. Wells was perplexed, as 
he may have thought he was being a traitor to the United 
Kingdom but loyal to socialism, but was confused when 
meeting an American traitor who was loyal to capitalism 
in the same time and space. He could not see the darker 
purpose at that time. 


Finger Lickin’ Good 
Russia had been at war with Germany for four years and 
suffered. The Revolution was almost now in a state of 
collapse. It was fighting an all fronts with white counter- 
revolutionaries backed with guns, ships, planes, and 
soldiers from the allied powers - USA, Bnitain, France and 
even Japan. The people were starving and eating the one 
commodity that there was no shortage of: that was of | 
course human bodies. This situation was not the fault of § 
the Russian people. These conditions had been engineered 
from the United States and Great Britain. This was the time 
that the international power brokers had been waiting for 
- this was the time for which they had been plotting for 
years. Lenin had to accept anything and everything they 
said or he would have been thrown to the crowds himself. 


As soon as the deals were done, Herbert Hoover sent 
800,000 tonnes of food. The Americans fed nearly every 
child in Petrograd (St Petersberg) and food trains were sent 
to every province. This saved the lives of millions of 
people: little did they realise that their sovereignty was the 
exchange and that they were now as the people were in the 
West; slave/servants to the economic world leaders. 
Herbert Hoover was a mining engineer and was involved 
in a mining scandal which saw him banned from the 
London Stock Exchange. This publicity brought him to the 
attention of the Rothschild family and they made him a 
director of Rio Tinto. The chairman of course was Lord 
Milner of Rhodes Scholarship and Round Table fame and 
was instrumental in assisting Rhodes Trust money to find 
its way to a good cause, Lenin via Sir George Buchanan.

the war going without another food supply, as war had been 
interrupting food production there too. This was a difficult 
problem as Germany was tightly blockaded by the British 
Navy. But not to be deterred, they planned to ship it from the 
USA, to Belgium and then on to Germany by rail. Rothschilds 
owned the railway line, and they made Herbert Hoover the’ 
Director of Commission for the relief in Belgium. It's doubtful 
that the food ever got to the Belgian public. The plan was so 
successful it kept the Germans in the war for an extra two years, 
allowing the US Government to join in the War to End All 
Wars. 


When the US came into the war he was made National Food 
Administrator for the US Government and was responsible to 
stimulate the American food production. In 1917 to 1918 he 
sent $18.5 million of food to Europe, and it was in this position 
that he commanded Major General Haskell to organise the food 
supply to Russia. This effort lasted until 1923 when it was 
determined that the communist regime was no longer in danger. 
This food aid cost $78 million, four to five times more than 
they sent off to World War One (remember a million dollars 
bought a lot of food in those days). $20 million was 
appropriated from Congress without too many knowing where 
the food was going, $40 million came from US charities, $8 
million worth of medical supplies was donated by the U.S. 
Army, and the Russians themselves used $8 million of the

Reserve Bank of New York, Percy Rockefeller, John D. Ryan, 
J.A. Stillman son of James Stillman principle organiser of the

National City Bank. Although Rothschild and Rockefeller were 
the guiding powers behind the American International 
Corporation the National City Bank which was Rothschild- 
owned and supported, and backed J.D. Rockefeller before he 
was a millionaire or a billionaire, and as his nches increased 
he bought more controlling interest in the national banks - but 
no one knows how much of Rockefeller is owned by 
Rothschild. The other firm that drove this corporation was J.P. 
Morgan 's Guarantee Trust, which was 100% Rothschild. 


"Now the die is cast." The National City Bank never closed 
its office in Petrograd and was never molested in any of the 
troubles and was open for business.

Deals Within Deals 


Otto Kahn of Kuhn, Loeb & Co Bank negotiated with the 
Russian delegation at the Hague Conference and in 1922 the 
Chase National Bank established the American Russian 
Chamber of Commerce to promote trade. Standard Oil of New 
Jersey was one of the first to clinch a deal with the new bosses 


and bought 50% of the huge Caucasus oil fields, even though 
they had been nationalised. The Chase and Equitable Trust 
were the first to start lending in credits during 1920 but they 
were followed by Averell Harriman, whose partner in 
Harriman & Co was Prescott Bush, father of George Bush. 
Harrimans were backed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 


In 1924 Harriman was granted a joint venture on the Chiatura 
Manganese mine which contained a billion dollars’ worth of 
ore, enough for the world for fifty years.

Of Gourse some got more involved using names from 
tombstones and manufacturing birth certificates. then these 
people would apply for driving licences in the normal way, 
once establishing some ID. It would be used to gather other 
legitimate paperwork. Accounts would be applied for and then 
left to be activated, sometimes by other fictitious persons 
taking the funds out in another area, but using the semi- 
legitimate one to launder the money through. Of course success 
breeds success and it wasn't long before some enterprising soul 
did things the other way round. They found vacant lots of land 
that obviously had absentee landlords.

Sussing- the Situation

When you send the deeds in and the bank Manager has had 
a look at the vacant block they will then phone up and check 
the deed title. Then the Manager phones up the message service 
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"Mr Wong, Mr Wong, they've copied our travellers cheques!" 
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and you then phone the Manager and he says, "Yes, call around 
and pick up the cheque, and bring us the deeds down with you. 
Just a little paper job and we can give you the cheque for forty 
thousand dollars." 

The Manager is happy, maybe he is on commission, The block 
of land most probably was worth $100,000. The boat worth 
$40,000. He doesn't care 
if you don't pay the 30% 
interest, he won't even 
care about the $160,000 
that you would have to 
pay before you cleared 
the debt. Well, not until 
he finds out when they 
try to repossess the block 
that their titles are a 
forgery, but by this time 
several months have 
gone past and no one can 
remember what the man 
looked like. Meanwhile 
he has cashed the cheque 
in another phoney 
account and has collected 
it in cash over a three 
week period, just two to three thousand dollars at a time. 
"Buying second hand furniture, you know". 


This money was directed to buy safe houses for the Resistance

Onay, I goofed. Everyone knows a PPSh41 has a 72 round 


drum magazine, and not as I stated a fifty. It's good to know 
that so many people really read these articles so thoroughly. I 
do try to be thorough when I research these articles, but 1 am 
human and after eight articles on this subject and eighteen 
thousand words, please forgive one slip. I should have not tried 
to use memory but checked it in a book, so 
for the 78 people who wrote in this is my 
answer; [ am very sorry and I will not do it 
again. 


What Gat Should I Get? 


Most all the other letters we receive are from 
concerned citizens asking, "What sort of a 
long range sniper rifle should I buy?" Well 
it really isn't as simple as that. If there was 
one perfect rifle we would all have one. It's 
the principles that count. We have briefly 
looked at the operations of short range quiet 
sniper rifles in previous editions, now we will 
discuss the long range aspects of sniping. 
Selecting a sniping rifle calibre is always a 
subject of discussion and has been for over 
a hundred years, but if you know the basic 
principles it makes the choice easier. 


The Principles 
1. To be as accurate as possible. 


2. To be efficient, not create massive breech 
pressures which would have to be handled by making the rifle 
ungainly or too heavy. ie .50 cal. 


3. To have good ballistics, flat trajectory. 
4. Powerful enough to have good penetration at 1000 yds plus. 


You can see by this that there have to be trade-offs or 
compromises of many different types. For instance there is no 
point in having either the most accurate or the most powerful 
if it cannot be manoeuvred by one man for thirty miles a day, 
every day of the week. He of course has to carry his full kit, 
so that limits his rifle and scope to within 14 or 15 pounds 
maximum, as snipers depend on mobility for attaining their 
position and ensuring their retreat. Fire and movement is the 
key to survival. So forget the .50 cal bolt action and the 20 
pound experimental bench rest rifle. 


Bigger Not Always Better 


Powerful cartridges are great but another factor is recoil. The 
big African Game rifles are powerful but have trajectories that 
copy a falling stone. They also weigh 30 pounds so unless you 
have a dark gentlemen who calls you "Bwana" to walk behind 
you carrying your kit and is so devoted to you he will throw 
himself in front of the incoming bullets, leave it behind too. 
It would be so disappointing to turn around to take up your rifle 
and see the whites of his heels disappearing over the horizon. 


On the other end of the scale is the 223 Remington and the 
22-250 and the 220 Swift. These are great flat shooting rifles 
out to 400 yds with little recoil. They are easy to teach to non-

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professionals and soldiers. There have been reports of the 
military SS109 (the 63 grain military version of the .223 Rem) 
shooting quite accurately out to 1000 yards, and that is a great 
effort, but a sniper's bullet might have to penetrate a bullet 
proof vest or a car door to find its home, and although it might 
have only dropped 125 inches at 600 yards it has only 200 to 
300 foot pounds of energy left at this distance. This is similar 
to the 22 rimfire Stinger at the muzzle. 


The science of ballistic s is quite 
complicated, but it is essential that the basics 
of it are grasped. I always think of throwing 
rocks to remind me of the basics. Throw a 
small light one, it goes fast and relatively flat. 
Throw a half brick and it lobs high, it has a 
much higher trajectory arc but retains its 
thrust longer enabling it to have the edge on 
distance (thrown from the same arm of 
course), Thinking of that same throwing arm, 
imagine it has a javelin which is the same 
weight as the half brick. When thrown from 
the same arm it will leave with approximately 
the same velocity but as it is longer and 
thinner it has less air resistance (drag) than 
the rock, so it travels much further. Its shape 
will enable the javelin to retain its energy and 
velocity. 

Another factor to consider though is that 
anyone standing underneath the trajectory 
curve would be undamaged by the big rock 
and the javelin; they would be unhurt except if they were 
standing at where the rock or javelin was leaving the arm (point 
blank range) or when they were landing, when the curve was 
within 5 or 6 feet of the ground. To emphasise that let's look 
in the history books. 


The Battle of Arogi 


This was during the British Army's campaign of 1868 in 
Abyssinia; what the British Army was doing there is a mystery 
to me at the moment, but the Brits always had a war on 
somewhere just for practice to make sure they earned their pay. 
General Napier was running the campaign. The soldiers were 
armed with the Snider rifle, rifles that had started out as 
muzzleloading Enfields and had been converted to breech- 
loaders by B.S.A. in .577 calibre. 


Because of a tactical mis-appreciation (in other words, another 
cock up) on the part of the force commander, a depleted 
battalion of the 4th King's Own Regiment (hailing from 
Lancashire), probably 300 to 400 riflemen, found themselves 
receiving an attack from some 7000 charging warriors. This 
wouldn't have thrown these guys, they probably thought they 
were in the back streets of Liverpool or Manchester being 
attacked by coal miners who had found that the landlord had 
been watering down the beer. This was the first time that the 
Snider rifle was used in action and the results were instructive. 


"In the centre, near the colours. Colonel Cameron also watched 
intently, gauging the range and speed of movement of the 
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Breech mechanism of the Snider converted from a percussion Enfield. 


enemy. This was an experienced soldier who knew his business 
and he wanted the first blast of musketry to be a devastating 
one so that although the Snider was effective at five hundred 
yards he waited resolutely. When the approaching line was 
some two hundred and fifty yards away he judged the time ripe. 
He took a firmer grip on his reins, cast a final look left and 
right along the line of intent, bearded faces, and in a clear, 
unhurried voice gave the order to fire. Three hundred blue 
barrels came up together and three hundred hammers clicked 
back to full cock. The first burst of fire ran down the line with 
a noise like a great tearing of canvas and a wide gap appeared 
abruptly in the centre of the Abyssinian line as 
the storm of fire hit it. 


The first volley did not stop the charging 
Abyssinians, who came on gallantly, 
apparently (and perhaps understandably) 
convinced that this skirmish line would not 
stop them. They were mistaken. 


"The British were firing independently and by 

the time the more deliberate shots had fired 
their first rounds the quicker were ready with 
their second. The fire was continuous; six or 
eight rounds a minute were quite possible with 
the Snider, so that the line was probably 
producing thirty or forty well- aimed shots each 
second. Not a lot, to be sure by modern 
standards, but remarkable then. With the 
possible exception of some of the foreign 
observers, no one present had previously seen 
breechloaders in action, and to men 
accustomed to volleys the fire was frightening 
in its intensity." 


Knowledge is Power 


The narrator was impressed by the speed of fire of the breech 
loader, but there is another tale to this story. The commanding 
office was clearly familiar with the trajectory tables of the 
bullet as he deliberately held his fire until the charging enemy 
were in a dangerous space which extended right up to the 
muzzles of the rifles. The velocity of the heavy lead bullet, 
short and round nosed, it had a muzzle velocity of 1100 feet 





per second, meant that in order to hit targets at 
ranges over 250 yds it was necessary to elevate 
the rifle considerably. He knew though that 
when the Abyssinians were closer than 250 
| yards that his men's bullets would all be in the 
initial dangerous space as their average height 
was 5 to 6 feet tall that it wouldn't matter as the 
trajectory was flat enough to allow 2.5 feet 
either way and still strike a hit on an 
Abyssinian, even if his soldiers did not aim that 
well or failed to adjust their sights correctly. He 
also would have been aware that at that range 
the low shots would ricochet at a low angle and 
still inflict casualties and the high shots would 
drop some in the 250) to 300 yards and inflict 
casualties on the back row of the charging 
masses of men. 


You've Got to Hit ‘Em First 


In our enlightened modern times with almost 
unlimited access (to date they have not been 
banned yet) to reloading manuals like Sierra, 
Hornady and Speer, plus the availability of 
computer programmes that can give more information than you 
can use as long as it has the muzzle velocity, sectional density 
and ballistic coefficient of the bullet. Please burn this into your 
brain. These figures are good reference guides; they are 
calculations, they can help with comparisons of bullets, all else 
being equal. But never rely on them without checking your rifle 
and a target at the range. You require to get hits. 

We will discuss ballistic coefficient and sectional density in 
later editions of Sniper, but let us retum to the principles and 
understand thoroughly why it is important to learn this science.

A hundred and fifty years ago this science was just beginning, 
and as the capabilities of the rifle increased the science of 
ballistics chased the developments and tried to find answers to 
the results the field operators were coming up with. In England 
with its confined space, experiments in mass rifle fire were 
exceedingly difficult to organise, but in India, where keen 
soldiers had the time and the inclination, it was not difficult 
to make considerable tracts of land available for large 
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experiments. 
Trailblazers | | 

For example the "Report on Musketry fauuumms 
Instruction, India for 1890/1891" we 
find many useful and interesting Eze 
experiments were being carried out. (Rag 
The Musketry School at Changla Gali 
did a great deal of night firing using 
improvised rests made of logs, and 
they also used strips of luminous cord 
to help the soldiers maintain elevation. 
At least one night firing exercise was 
conducted with the help of a battery of 
artillery firing starshells, the targets 
being arranged to represent crowds of 
men at 800 yds. 

By day they experimented with 
controlled volleys against targets in 
dead ground so that the relatively high 
trajectory bullets skimmed over the 
intervening high ground and plunged into target screens, Six 
percent hits were achieved at 1650 yds, which would have 
astonished most infantrymen ten years before this, and would 
astonish modern day soldiers who are trained for a 300 yds 
usage of his small arm and are told to rely on others such as 
artillery or air to ground support for those distances. The 
School of Deolali was even more modern in outlook, for it 
concentrated mainly on comparative trials of riflemen and early 
machine guns. 

When thirteen officer students with rifles fired a comparative 
test against a rifle-calibre Nordenfelt machine gun, they 
produced about the same effect at 500 yds but beat it at 1000 
yds. Oddly enough the Sergeant students did much worse. 
Maybe it was a late night in the Sergeant's Mess. This test also

was repeated with similar results with a Gardner machine gun. 
The idea I am trying to instil is that theory and information are 
invaluable but tests in the field are absolutely essential, and 
while the rifle range is good, if you can get in the open and 
experiment at shooting at targets, downhill, uphill, when it's 
sunny, when it's raining, when it's windy, when it's still, at 400, 
600, to 1000 yards, only then will you be able to select the best 
calibre for your particular needs. 


This is a massive subject and we will continue in Edition 19. 
If anyone has any comments on long range calibres please send 
them in (not in bullet form of course), and we will try to fit 
them in. | am a 6.5 x 55 fan myself, but | am always willing

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While the world may have been shocked by the 
televised "execution" of two so-called "right wing 
extremists" in the South African homeland of 
Bophuthatswana, it was notable that there was 
very little backlash from the international 
community. Neither were full details provided on 
how these two men were first abused and then

Fo several days in early March this year President Lucas 


Mangope of Bophuathtswana defied the joint wills of F.W. de 
Klerk and Nelson Mandela and refused to give assurances to 
the Independent Electoral Commission that he would cooperate 
by participating in the upcoming South African elections. This 
resulted in widespread rioting and looting throughout the 
homeland. Mangope accepted an offer of help to restore order 
from the AWB. With the Bophuthatswana Defence Force they 
proved to be a bad combination, and so the Afrikaner 
Volksfront's attempt to prop up his crumbling government 
ended in failure. 


Chaos and Anarchy 


In the confusing scenes that followed whole shopping 
complexes were looted and gun battles broke out in the streets, 
leaving hundreds of casualties. [t was one of these fire fights 
that resulted in three AWB "soldiers" being arrested by BDF 
policemen and detained in their blue Mercedes at a police 
roadblock. One was badly wounded, perhaps already dead, the 
two others pleading for medical 
help for their friend. More than a 
dozen journalists and cameramen 
witnessed their arrest, and even 
had ample time to interview them 
as they sat under armed guard. 


But perhaps their interest was 
more toward the story, as they did 
not make any move to help the 
wounded man, neither did they 
follow up in seeking medical 
assistance from elsewhere, One 
journalist claims to have 
approached a Colonel Marx and 
was told that an ambulance was 
on the way. This is doubtful, as 
more than half an hour later all 
three men were dead with still no 
sign of an ambulance. 

And if the camera crews felt any concern it only showed in 
their haste to capture the action on film they most 
unprofessionally let the sound boom fall into shot. You may 
have noticed it on television, it looked like a black stick held 
by a white hand. Perhaps it was faulty in that it did not pick 
up the cries of the media to make the policemen stop. Or 
perhaps not. 


President Lucas — 
Mangope 
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Simply Murder 
The following is an account of what happened by Peter 
Delonno of the Sunday Times: 


"Alwyn Wolfaardt's face sagged when he looked up as a shot 
was suddenly fired into the head of Mr Sarel Fourie, lying 
apparently dead behind him. 


Saying nothing, Mr Wolfaardt turned away and let his face 
slump into his hands on the ground as the policeman stood over 
him and fired a single shot into the back of his head. 


Mr Uys, who lay propped up and bleeding against the back 
wheel of a blue Mercedes-Benz halted in a furious firefight 
outside Mafikeng, could only watch helplessly. 


Then it was his turn. A second policeman, howling like a 
madman, stepped forward, levelled his R4 assault rifle and 
fired repeatedly at Mr Uys, making his body buck and quiver. 


The screaming gunman seemed berserk, swinging his rifle in 
an arc across a group of journalists and police who had gathered 
outside Bophuthatswana police headquarters on the Vyburg 
road,"

All of this made for wonderful televised drama. Except, of 
course, for the families of the two murdered men. Ester 
Wolfaardt and her 8-year old daughter Annalise, as well as Mrs 
Uys and her children Retief (13) and Corne (8), all witnessed 
the murder of their husbands and fathers on the television, and 
will doubtless bear the scars for the rest of their lives.

Police loot stores 


"More than 80 Bophuthatswana policemen and defence 
members in the Odi region were seen slinging their rifles and 
other weapons over their shoulders and looting shops in the 
Mabopane Central City complex on Friday afternoon. 


Defence Force members began by helping themselves to 
goods left behind by fleeing looters who had torched the 
complex. 

Then police used teargas to disperse rioters pees breaking 
into the OK Bazaars store. Policemen were seen carrying off 
electrical appliances and loading them into their vehicles.

Even with its small cartridge and short range the semi-auto 
allows you to use a bit of awareness and "Kentucky elevation" 
to get the second and third rounds on to the target.

Would You Believe ... Lingers Before 
Sinking? 

As said earlier, the AR7 should float (kids, don't try this at 
home because this isn’t my rifle). When I tried it, it failed. ft 
floated for long enough to pluck it back out of the water if you 
had dropped it, but don't be too slow or you'll just be grabbing 
at bubbles. It does, however, float marginally better than a rock. 

Shooting the AR7 was a real treat, It seemed to be set up for 
50 yards, which ts farther than [ can see without a riflescope. 
For that reason most of the shooting was done at 25 yards. 

Using Winchester Winner and Super Speed ammunition 
groups were about 3” high and kept to about 2" circles, not too 
bad for open sights off an impromptu rest. The most maccurate 
part of the rifle (apart from me) was the trigger. This one was 
as painful as pulling teeth. 

Reliability was not 100%, but very close to it. Out of 250 
rounds it had one malfunction; one Super Speed failed to load. 
The bolt rode over the top of the cartridge, denting the case. 


There were no failures to fire, which | had heard is a problem 
with these rifles.

A Whyalla man, 28, denied building a bunker at Munyaroo 
Conservation Park when he appeared in Whyalla Magistrate's 
Court last week. 

Bradley Michael Marchant , of Whyalla, appeared before 
Magistrate Ruth Hayes on charges of without lawful? authority 
damaging part of a reserve, driving a vehicle on a reserve, 
camping in a reserve without permission, carrying and using 
a firearm in a reserve}, intentionally disturbing soil in a 


teserve4 intentionally disturbing dead vegetation in a reserve} 


leaving waste materials in a reserve® leaving personal property 
unattended in a reserve / possessing an unregistered firearm’, 
possessing a dangerous firearm? and being without a special 
firearms permit. 

Marchant was fined $395 for his activities at the reserve and 
a total of $182 for possessing an unregistered, dangerous 
firearm without a special firearms permit!? 

Police prosecutor Constable Leigh Simpson was assisted by 
Nick Bailey, of the Conservation and Natural Resources 
Department. The charges related to Marchant's activities at the 
Munyaroo Conservation Park between January | and June 4 
this year! ! 

Police were informed a bunker and small rifle range had been 
built at the park and property, including foodstuffs, had been 
left there. "On June 4 police attended Marchant's Whyalla 
address and located firearms including a .22 rifle which had 
been cut down, making it dangerous," Const Simpson said! 

He said there were two other rifles and ammunition at the 
property!? "A subsequent check revealed the firearms were 
unregistered," Const Simpson said!4

First let me thank you for a truly educational, enlightening 
and brave magazine. No. [ am not a radical, this is probably 
one of the reasons why | do read LS&B. 


The above article is on myself, printed August 5th, 1994 in 
the Whyalla News. 


This is gun control gone mad. | was a regular hiker in a local 
conservation park and came across an area in 1992. It was 
later discovered by the police when a farmer in the area 
followed another person to the spot (no one knows who this 
person was).

Marchant told police he had discovered the bunker and rifle 
range and camped there!® 


Mr Bailey submitted to the court photographs of foodstuff left 
at the site identified as belonging to Marchant. He said similar 
items of food had been found at Marchant's Whyalla home. 


Mr Bailey told the court the bunker was 87.7 metres long and 
included a watch tower, and man and vehicle traps along a 4km 
track through virgin scrub!’ 


"He admitted using the track, and therefore destroying 
vegetation," Mr Bailey said. He said it would cost $2183 to 
repair damage to the park, excluding the track!§ 


Magistrate Ruth Hayes ordered that the firearms be disposed 
of and Marchant be disqualified from holding or obtaining 
firearms until a further order.

She said the incidents at the park occurred because Marchant 
was "simply ignorant of the law." 

"The bunker was where he was leaving food and bottles not 
with intent to litter, but as a food drop for hikers," Ms Turonek

She told the court Marchant. who has been accepted into the 
Army Ready Reserves?! was a "keen hiker". "He has not caused 
a great deal of damage and I ask the court not to recommend 
a conviction and impose a penalty at the lower end of the scale." 
Ms Turonek said. 





to firing a rifle on a conservation park. The police had found 
several "rare" shells from a 7.62x39mm, | happened to own 
one of these "rare" rifles so they seized my firearms. A 
ballistics report then failed to match the shells with my rifles 
(whoops), but lucky for them | had a rifle in a folding stock 
that was broken (the ballistic report also mentioned that this 
weapon was broken}. | was then charged under section 11 of 
the Firearms Act for having a dangerous weapon, 

[ was also charged with having two rifles that had just been 
bought (within 14 days) that were not registered. 

Fourteen months later | was in court. My lawyer instructed 
me I was guilty of several charges by sheer ignorance of the 
law. Unfortunately she did not study the Firearms Act - 
particularly section 11 point 5. 

As it was my business to repair stocks for people, mcluding 
my own, | was not actually guilty of an offence at all. 

There seems to be some link between the police force in this 
town and the local paper. I mention this because the local 
paper refuses to print any letters that consider the conduct of 
the police but freely contributes to attacking civilians, my 
article is pure proof of that. 
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Prior to my case was an "embezzlement case" that went to 
the Supreme Court and an "attempted strangulation”. These, 
however, did not rate a mention in the paper. 


My interest from the police and subsequent lies to the media 
was due to an internal affairs investigation [| got started when 
three officers broke into my home when I was not home and 
then denied it! 


There are no less than 21 false statements in this article, from 
possible misinterpretation to blatant hes. This is a character 
assassination.

Point 15: Bored with just bending the truth ] have never owned 
any camouflage nets. The police never seized any either. 
Point 16: | have never had a statement of interview with the 
police and the area was found three years ago by someone else 
who then showed them. 

Point 17: Just exactly what these details have to do with me | 
am not sure considering | was not charged with building it. 
Point 18: [ was charged with driving along a well used road 
that did not have a sign stating that [ should not. Since the costs 
are excluding my only damage offence ("excluding the track"). 
what does it have to do with me? 

Point 19: If it was 750mm then | would like the rifle back; the 
law is a rifle must be 750mm or longer. My “dangerous 
firearm" was well short - it was in fact 740mm. 











Point 20: I did not leave "bottles" and was never charged with 
that. The foodstuffs were NOT in "the bunker” (a hole in the 
ground with a tin tank "roof"). 


Point 21: Acceptance into a Medical Unit is not finalised and 
probably won't be due to this article, but what does it have to 
do with the offences? 


The broken stock in question. Because the locking system 
does not work the rifle is measured with the stock in its folded 
position. This is hardly the weapon of a terrorist. 


Statements such as "denied building a bunker" and "for his 
activities" are hardly required. 

What was | guilty of? 

[ was charged with driving on a track, leaving foodstuffs and 
camping. The later charge was during a corrupt dealing called 
plea bargaining: "you give me this and I'll give you that" sort 
of thing. 

I later realised that camping on the beach was 
in fact "crown land", and not an offence. 

| am about to appeal the disqualification of 
my firearms licence. Unfortunately [ have to 
represent myself because the lawyers in this 
town are not known for going against the 
police.

Mr Siong: in December the Indonesians came during the early 
morning when it was still dark. There were a lot of green 
parachutes dropping from the sky and our soldiers shot up at 
them. Some parachutists were killed and dropped in front of 
the Toko Lay flats. 


Mrs Siong: There were a lot of soldiers. They had long 
automatic guns with strings of bullets. They kept shooting over 
our heads. Then they told us all to go out and kneel down 
outside, everyone, children too. We were numb, we didn't know 
what to do, blank and crying. Everyone kneels down and the 
Indonesians count our heads and count the bullets to see if they 
match! They ask if anyone is still in the house. They tell 
whoever has friends or relatives inside to get them out. People 
do this, get the others out and then all 
kneel down. We beg the Indonesians 
not to kill us. 


They make us walk. Near the 
harbour there is an open space, a 
garden by the sea, like a park. There 
they ask us to kneel down again. This 
time they make us face the sea. 
Whoever is short must be behind, the 
tallest in front next to the sea so the 
soldiers can see every person. 


The soldiers are behind us. I was 
holding the baby. They tell me to put 
the baby behind my back because 
they can't see the baby. They let me 
keep touching the baby if they can see 
it, Everyone is crying. We try to guess 
what the Indonesians say. All the 
languages are mixed together. 


Mr Siong: At the harbour we have to 
pick up dead bodies. There were 
about ten of them, two women and the 
rest men, I didn't know any of those 
people. Some of the men wore 
Portuguese army uniform, the women 
wore dresses. The bodies were just 
lying where they fell on the wharf; 
they had been shot. 


There were a lot of iron pipes on the 
wharf and we must tie the dead bodies on to them with 
parachute rope and throw them into the sea. We tie the rope 
through the hole in the pipe and tie the body on to that. 


After we threw in those dead bodies some Chinese Timorese 
from Colmera came, 17 or 18. I knew all of those people, they 
were friends and neighbours. All were too frightened to speak, 
there was no crying, no noise. People came in groups of two 
or three or four, stood on the wharf and were shot. One group 
after the other coming and coming, killed and thrown into the 
sea. Two were couples, one with young children who went with 
relatives. The other couple were elderly. and the rest were men. 


A crowd of people outside the wharf could not see the others 
shot; they could hear a little, but they did not really know. 
Sometimes some of the people who were to be killed had to 
help us six to tie other people and then after it they were killed. 


There are too many i 


Some are shot and fall into the sea at once, but if they fall on 
the wharf we have to tie the pipe to them. We are trembling. 
we are neatly gone mad, but we don't know what to do, just 
do whatever the Indonesians want. 


One killed with those Colmera people was an Australian man 
[This could only have been the journalist, Roger East - the only 
Westerner who chose to stay in order to record the invasion 
of Dili]. The soldiers push him. He was talking to them saying, 
"Not Fretilin, Australian". He spoke English. I understand it: 
sometimes Australians came to the shop where I worked. 


He wore brown shorts, a cream shirt and sunglasses. | didn't 
notice if he wore shoes, no. He has short hair turning grey. He 
looks a strong man. They push him, tell him to face the sea. 


n this world who only place value on the lives of themselves. 





He refuses to do this. The Indonesians just fire at him. He falls 
straight into the sea. 


Next they bring the ten that had been working with us, digging 
the graves. The Indonesians tell them to stand and face the sea 
and then they are shot with a machine gun. Four people were 
father and son, but the Indonesians didn't know this. There on 
the wharf they kill the father, and the son must tie and throw 
his father into the sea. Then they kill the other son and the father 
is one of the six of us who must tie and throw his body. 

They were the last killed that day, those ten people. We do 
not know why they were killed.

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I would like to bring to your notice the passing of a 


controversial little published Bill, through the Senate during the 
last week of June. The Bill in qyestion is The Veterans Affairs 
Legislation Amendment Bill, 1994. As always, the Government 
gives us the good and the bad news, with the good news first, 
in Part "A." Examples are, improved aged care and health 
measures, a national centre for war-related Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder and income support supplement for war and 
defence widow/ers, The Government harbours the 
misapprehension that by offering a few tasty little lollies, Part 
"B" containing the bad medicine, will be easier to swallow. 


Part "B" of this Legislation has tucked away in it the very 
obnoxious "Clause 11." In essence, what it says is the creation 
of the Repatriation Medical Authority (RMA), an apparatus 
designed to prevent a Veteran from appealing to the Federal 
Court to overthrow an unfavourable decision on a disability

claim. 

Now before we all get emotional and irrational, calling the 
members of the Department of Veterans Affairs as people of 
unsavoury character along with the Government members as 
a pack of "A holes," (yéS, no argument here, they are.) |] think 
we should look at the previous appeals system under the 
Veterans Entitlement Act. 


The three levels of approach were as follows. 


Repatriation Commission or Initia] Level 


A claim for disability compensation, increase in disability or 
War Widows pension is first dealt with here. If the claim was 
refused or assessment misinterpreted, it could be appealed to 
the Veterans Review Board. 


Veterans Review Board 


The VRB is a informal, speedy and independent level of 
appeal. Veterans and War Widows could represent themselves 
or receive representation from advocates, eg R.S.L. V.V.A.A. 
Legal representation is not permitted. Should the claim be 
unacceptable. it could be appealed to the Administrative 
Appeals Tribunal.

Administrative Appeals Tribunal 


The AAT is the final level. To proceed to the Federal Court, 
Full Bench of the Federal Court of the High Court it must be 
a point of Law. At this level it is obvious that the Veteran is 
legally represented. The AAT is completely independent of any 
organisation or Government Department and therefore cannot 
be swayed by any prejudiced statement. It is therefore highly 
valued by the Veterans and their representatives. 


OK, now we will run the microscope over the Repatriation 
Medical Authority (RMA) as previously mentioned in Clause 
11 of the new legalisation. 


A brief history first. The former Minister for Veterans Affairs 
group together Leaders of major ex-service organisations, 
naming them as the Ministers Advisory Committee. 
Unfortunately the members of this Committee had very little 
experience in the basic understanding of Veterans welfare. 
Perhaps that is the reason why he chose them, The Minister had 
them swear themselves to secrecy. 


The Minister then set up the so called 
Baume committee, which furnished a 
report with extreme recommendations 
to disadvantage the ex-service 
community. Along with this. he made 
it quite clear that the Auditor Generals 
Report, also containing 
recommendations to disadvantage ex- 
service personnel, be given close 
consideration. 

The RMA will consist of five (5) 
Medical experts who will decide what 
diseases or injuries will be accepted 
by the Repat. Commission as being 
war caused. The fear here of course, is 
will the Dept. of Vet. Affairs appoint 
such Medical experts who have been known to give favourable 
decisions to the Dept in the past. (ie effectively blocking 
previous claims by Veterans.) I also understand the RMA has 
the power to alter the "Statement of Principles." For the benefit 
of the uninitiated, the "Statement of Principles" is the Dept. 
guideline for what constitutes a war caused disability. The final 
decision as made by the RMA is binding, there will be no 
avenues open for appeal. 

To their credit, the Senate with the voting power of the 
Opposition, Democrats and Greens blocked the Bill in its 
proposed form. Ex-service groups, Legacy, TP! Pensioners and 
others were able to debate their concerns at a Senate Standing 
Committee on Community Affairs hearing. From this action 
the Government was forced to put in place a compromised 
appeals system. | think, but don't quote me. the new system 
which really is only a "Claytons" system, is called the 
Specialist Medical Review Council (SMRC) 

The SMRC allows an individual Veteran's claim to be 
reviewed under his/her particular circumstances on the 
recommendation of the Medical expert assigned to the case 
from the RMA. However please note. THERE WILL BE NO 
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LEGAL REPRESENTATION AVAILABLE TO THE 
VETERAN, 


The AAT is to be abolished. 
The VRB is to be abolished. 
This leaves all the Aces effectively in the Government's hand, 


At this stage, we should look at likely future trends. Evidently, 
a new computer system is in place to process claims. This 
should make many Determining Officers position redundant. 


The RMA will apparently remove the Veteran's right to appeal 
to the Federal Court. The VRB will be done away with, and 
we can visualise the final demise of the Repatriation 
Commission. Shades of down sizing to me! (Oh, how | hate 
using politically correct language.) Are you starting to wonder 
where this will end up? Think about inclusion into the Social 
Security System and Total Government Control. 


Now lets all pack up and wing off to the future. Here 
we have a War Scenario, Indonesia has invaded 
Australia.

I. was a Saturday about four years ago. 1 had been in Beijing 


staying at the "Lido" Holiday Inn . The Bureau of Public Safety 
(Police) met me in the foyer and had a car to take me to the 
airport. Their car, anew Volkswagon, took me to the departure 
lounge within half an hour and we said our goodbyes. In a few 
minutes I was waiting to board my flight to Tianjin, where | 
was to catch another flight to Bangkok. In my years of flying 
with CAAC I always asked them "if the elastic band has 
broken?" | had a funny sense of humour: they couldn't 
understand why I laughed my head off. I always thought that 
CAAC would kill me anyway. Some people think 
that CAAC stands for China Airlines Always Cancel, 
but I know it stands for China Airlines Always Crash. 


It was an exciting flight to Tianjin, we hit a lot of 
turbulence. At least the plane was a jet, it was one 
of those old Comets that fell out of the sky in Britain 
in the 1950s.

I 
suppose [ knew it was a rough flight because the 
hostess started screaming after there was a loud bang 
and the plane dropped.

Once out of there [ was 
in the hands of the People's Liberation Army of Vietnam. He 
helped me with my luggage to his transport. It was a Russian 
rag top jeep; the passenger seat was four sizes too small for 
me, but off we went into the very rural countryside. He told 
me that he had made a reservation for me in the best hotel in 
town. After a trip over the Red River we eventually got to this 
hotel. It wasn't until I tried to go to sleep that | heard the baby 
rats that were nesting over the roof in the bathroom tweeting 
away. Still, when I thumped it a bit they quietened down for 
a few hours. What a day, why did | come? 


I questioned what I was doing there when I could have been 
safe and secure in Queensland, good old Australia. Well what 
I was there for [ suppose was to make money. That was big 
on my mind in those days. | wanted to buy war surplus used 
firearms at scrap prices and sell them to collectors in Australia, 
and if J could, any other Western country that would allow their 
sale. | thought they should be cheap there, as | knew that 
nobody had managed to export any from Vietnam. 


| also had been offered a joint venture by the Army owned 
State corporation to design them a 22 rifle sporting repeater that 
they could manufacture and export to the West. We would sell 
them in Australia, and we would find them a market in other 
countries. I had to see their factory before I knew what rifle 
they were capable of making and what market it would fit into. 

When they picked me up in their Russian jeep the first stop 
was at the police station. I had to register myself with them and 
get a note from them before leaving, or no plane ride. 

My interpreter left me standing on one side and pushed in front 
of 200 or so waiting Vietnamese and had my papers stamped. 





Then we were off to get the business done. The first place he 
took me to was an Army barracks on the west side of town, It 
was built on the side of a lake and would have been a beautiful 
spot but for the amount of people in the vicinity, We sat in an 
airy room drinking tea and discussed the price of M16 rifles 
that were left in South Vietnam, They wanted US$600 each for 
them. I explained that new ones could be purchased from Colt 
for this price. | could not import these to Australia anyway 
because of our stupid Customs regulations, but I] wanted to get 
the information in case | found a customer in another country. 


They brought a few in for me to have a look at. We drank some 
more tea, I told them they were too expensive, and I returned 
to the best hotel in town. The following day was much the 
same, discussions on the marketing and designing of a 22 rifle. 
Things were not going too well. They had an idea that there 
were collectors standing around waiting to pay a fortune for 
their stuff and did not seem to realise that none of their products 
could be exported to the USA because of trade barriers, and 
that was were the big money that they Were alluding to was. I 
was too polite to mention what [ thought was the reason for 
those trade barriers: | thought it was because of the lack of 
information about the 2.413 missing in action American 
soldiers that had family waiting for them, At that time | was 
always impressed by the US Government's determination to get 
the last man back, wherever he was. 


As the days passed by it slowly struck me that something was 
not right about Hanoi. | had seen unrepaired bomb damage near 
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the airport where there were blown up anti aircraft bunkers, and 
out on the western side of town, past the zoo, towards Son Tay 
Lhad seen huge bomb craters that had filled up with water and 
they were being used as ponds for field crops. I had seen anti 
aircraft batteries still on site on the outskirts of Hanoi. The Red 
River Bridge is on the outside of town on the eastern side; its 
bomb damage still not repaired, but where was the bomb 
damage in Hanoi itself? There was no sign of it. 


The only new building in Hanoi was the Ho Chi Minh 
Memorial, and that was it. All the rest of the buildings were 
French colonial, yellow stone and green shutter on every one. 
Most of them had a dozen Vietnamese families living in them, 
but they were beautiful old buildings. Even in the parks the 
trees were big and well established, not new saplings to replace 
blown up and burnt ones. Hanoi was then the only Asian city 
that had no pollution in South East Asia, as at that time there 
were hardly any motorised vehicles in the streets, just bicycles, 
oxen and the occasional truck, so the exterior of these buildings 
had not gone black as in other cities like Guangzhou in China. 


Yossarian Strikes Again 


| remembered back to 1972/3, Nixon saying, "If they don't quit 

this war we are going to bomb them back into the stone age." 
From what | could see. they hadn’t come that far from it 
anyhow. "At this moment more bombs have fallen on Hanoi 
than fell on Dresden in World War Two." | could remember 
the media hype of "Operation Rolling Thunder": 300,000 
aircraft sorties had been flown and nearly half a ton of 
explosives had been dropped every minute for three and a half 
years. Then there was "Linebacker II"; 41.000 aircraft sorties 
had been flown and 155,000 tons of bombs had been dropped 
on Hanoi and Haiphong. 


Notoriously Bad Shots 


Who did they think they were trying to kid’ | was amazed. 
Then | thought about the protesters in Washington and Kent 
State, and in Sydney and Melbourne. They never got any 
support trom me anyway, but what was the point? "Stop the

bombing!" Can anyone else remember this far back’ Jane 
Fonda the traitor, who was supposed to be in Hanoi. She would 
have known that it wasn't true. Now why would anyone do 
that? It affected me so much that when | saw the bombing of 
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Baghdad a few years later | thought well that's what we think 
we are seeing but how do we know” It might not be true. Would 
those protesters be disappointed to find out what they were 
protesting about didn't happen? 

Those were the questions that were going through my mind 
as | drove around Hanoi's suburbs taking pictures of the 
beautiful old buildings. There wasn't even a multi story 
building in Hanoi, not even a modern hotel that they could have 
built on the vacant land that might have been bomb damaged. 
Did the B52s drop their bombs somewhere else? Would the 
pilots have known from that high up? Were they just guided 
by radar to somewhere else? Did the Americans really want to 
win the war? 


But the best was yet to come. On one of the last days of 
negotiations, which was at Army Headquarters on 28 Dien 
Bien Phu St (telephone 256054. ask for Truan Bieu, Vice-Chief 
of International Cooperation Department). 


Price Your Name 


It was a small room, and some of the Army officers had white 
shirts on instead of the khaki coloured ones, but they still had 
green trousers with the thin red strip down the leg. We were 
drinking tea and discussing some French rifles they had 
acquired from their previous owners (again the prices were 
silly). | then asked if they had any Colt .45 auto Model 1911 
pistols. One of the junior officer's face lit up and he said "Yes!" 
"How much?" | asked, not too confident, as all the prices so 
far were too dear. US$400 per piece was the response; oh no, 
not again, | thought. "That's dearer than new ones”. | said. "1 
can buy new ones in China for US$140." "Ah, but these are 
special for collectors", they said, "These have all the 
accessories with them. They come with the holster and 
everything.” [ asked to see one. The senior officers gave the 
junior guy the nod, and in a few minute he came back with a 
dry cleaning bag full of clothes, plastic bags and shoe boxes. 


In one of the shoe boxes was a .45 Colt in a holster, | had a 
look at it checked the barrel and the magazine and said, "What 
are those things?" "Oh these are the rest of the set. All included 
in the price." They pulled out a flying helmet. boots and socks, 
an overall suit with a zipper up front and a waist coat that had 
lots of pockets in it. What caught my eye was that on the top 
of the top left hand pocket of the overalls was a name tag about 
an inch high and four or five inches long. On it was the name 
"Shaw". There possibly were initials but | cannot remember 
now what they were, 


The junior officer who could speak English was explaining 
that the set came with the name and number of the aircrew: 
they had the serial number of the pistol to the name, and that 
they had all the clothing cleaned and stored in sealed plastic 
bags and | would earn my fortune selling these to collectors. 
| was internally revolted. Guns are my life and | have never 
considered previous owners, alive or dead, but this business 
Was not my cup of tea at all. | know now that uniform collectors 
would have really wanted that stuff but it was too macabre for 
me and | apologised to them and said that I was only interested 
in the firearms. 


When the negotiations were concluded we didn't get anywhere. 
| asked as | was leaving Vietnam that afternoon if | could have 
a look at the Army museum that | had noticed adjoined their 
buildings. They said of course, and the junior officer gave me 
a guided tour. I took some photographs of Ho Chi Minh's 
Mauser pistol and a Lewis Gun (there's not too many of them 
about these days). Then when | was on the ground floor | 
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noticed a straw model with the same gear on, the same waist 
coat and the same overalls as had been offered for sale a few 
hundred yards away. so out with the instamatic Pentax and | 
took a photograph. 
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We Will Phone You Back 


I booked out at the police station and flew out that afternoon, 
artiving back in Australia the following day. When | had the 
photos developed I had a Christian friend looking at them. | 
had been phoning the United States Embassy in Canberra and 
the American Consulate in Sydney, telling them that they 
should get me to buy these uniforms and then they would know 
which pilots landed in one piece. Then they could ask the 
Vietnamese, with confidence, knowing they did land in one 
piece. | just got fobbed off with "We will phone you back,” 
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and they never did. 


] was relaying my story of the affair to him and he noticed 
the cross on the photo, with all the little snap shots of the 
POWs. He quickly pointed out that the Vietnamese not being 
Christians would not have assembled that cross, and that the 
POWs would have made it to try and get a message back to 
their relatives that they were alive. So | phoned the Americans 
back again. They said, "Someone will phone you back." No one 
ever did. | had the photograph blown up and sent them a copy. 
Again | got no reply from either establishment. Some time later 
[ found out that the Hanoi Hilton, where the POWs were 
detained, was just across the road from the museum. 


From this short trip to Vietnam I had drawn some very stark 
conclusions, which probably led me to look deeper into what 
has and ts going on in the world. These conclusions were: 

1. That the United States never seriously bombed Hanoi. 


2. That the protesters had been manipulated to protest about 
the bombing of Hanoi falsely and that the leaders of that 
organisation would have known that Hanoi was not bombed. 


3. If the United States did not bomb Hanoi, they must have not 
wanted to win the war in Vietnam. 
4. If they did not want to win the war in Vietnam, why send 
sixty thousand of their citizens to die there? 
5. They did not want to get their MIA prisoners home, US 
citizens. Some 2,413 men who fought for their country are an 
embarrassment, and as far as the United States Government are 
concerned they are surplus to requirements. 
6. If they can do these things what else are they doing? 
Before this event I felt very secure in the world around me. | 
was secure that | knew what was going on in the world, and 
that if I read the newspapers [| would always know what went 
on in the world. After this event I realised that | knew nothing, 
and doubted if I could ever be sure of anything again. Ss

BODYSNATCH

1994 has been memorable as International Year of the 
Family. Rather than work towards strengthening the 
traditional family unit it seems that the government and 
media have run an orchestrated campaign to undermine 
its basic foundations, even to the extent of recognising 
homosexual couples as "normal" family units. 

Continuing on its juggernaut path of destruction is the 
Fumily Services Department, an institution that often 
creates more problems than it purportedly sety out to 
solve. Typically, we rarely hear of these cases in the 
mainstream media. This is Part | of a two part series by 
Robert Osmack of VOCAL (Victims of Child Abuse 


Laws) giving background to the more sinister working of 


the Family Services Department. If vou need help or

The Children's Services Act 1965-1980 has created a 


veritable army of social workers and their assistants with 
powers to threaten, harass and assault Queensland families at 
will. No one is safe. This writer is convinced that there are now 
fathers serving prison sentences because of false accusations 
by the Family Services Department. 

After years of refusing to look at the problem, the media is 
finally beginning to look at the seamy side of this most 
powerful government bureaucracy. The cases recently reported 
on TV and in the press are by no means exceptions; they only 
touch the tip of what is a widespread community problem. 


Police Figures 


Police figures produced in South Australia show that 
the main sex abusers of children are not parents but 
professionals, such as welfare workers and teachers. 
The distribution is as follows: welfare workers and 
teachers account for over 70% of sex abuse cases: 
mothers and siblings together less than |: fathers. 
stepfathers and family friends each under 2%: other 
relatives less than 3%: and strangers around 20%. 

A child is many more times likely to be sexually 
abused when he/she steps out of the confines of the 
family home. Active paedophiles (child molesters) 
are attracted to jobs and voluntary positions where 
they come in contact with many children. and which 
give them opportunities to sexually abuse children. 
Undoubtedly many are attracted to social] work where 
their contact with children can be covered by their 
professional status. A Juvenile Aid Bureau official, 
whose job was to lecture school children on sex 
abuse, was recently convicted of homosexuality 
assaulting young boys! 


All Parents Suspect 


What must be obvious to anyone who has looked 
closely at some of the cases is that the majority of 
social workers are anti-family. One only needs to

look at the anti-family bias of some of the Family Services 
literature, especially guides to social workers dealing with child 
abuse. The key sentence in the booklet entitled Protecting 


Children fram Abuse 
and Neglect - A Guide 


Workers states: 
"Parents with no prior 
history of sexual 
problems can find 
themselves feeling 
tempted to abuse a 
child in the intimacy of 
family life. especially 
at times of stress or 
when adult sexual 
adjustment is poor." 
Social workers are 
encouraged to regard 
all natural parents as 
being suspected of 
child abuse. Elsewhere 
we are told. "People 
who abuse children are 
pretty much like 
everyone else". and. ",.. the parent exercises responsibilities 
and the child has rights." Apparently, parents have no rights 
and we are all suspect of child abuse. It's like saying everyone 
is suspect of murder. Many of the female workers seem 
particularly to detest men, It is usually men that are accused. 


Harassing and 
Threatening 
Families 


What must be a monstrous 
state of affairs by any 
criteria is that the social 
workers can remove the 
family’s children at a whim 
and then proceed to harass 
and threaten that family to 
admit guilt. and yet all the 
while no one has been 
charged. Strong is a family 
unit that can survive the 
assaults of the Family 
Services Department social 
workers that can go on for 
months and years. 


. God, not brussel sprouts 
AGAIN!" Unnecessary cruelty? 





Typically. there is 
insufficient evidence for the 
police to be called in and 
formal charges laid. The 
family or a member of the 
family is "guilty" simply 
because the SCAN team at 
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the local hospital thinks so, the Juvenile Aid Bureau thinks so, 
a particular social worker thinks so, a hostile hospital doctor 
thinks so, or a malicious neighbour thinks so, etc. And then how 
do you prove that you are not guilty? The definition of child 
abuse is so vague and subjective as to be virtually anything 
that the accusing social worker chooses to define as child 
abuse. The Queensland Department of Health gives an open- 
ended definition of child abuse: "Child abuse is any act or 
omission or commission that endangers or impairs a child's 
physical or emotional health and development." Forgetting to 
put sugar on a child's com flakes at breakfast would qualify 
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A trip to the dentist could be classified as "child abuse”. 


as child abuse. Scolding a child for fighting with his brothers 
and sisters is. according to this definition, child abuse. To say 
nothing of corporal punishment such as spanking of a child's 
bottom. 


"Don't tickle" 


As for sexual abuse it can include anything from intercourse 
to unwanted kissing, or fondling of clothed parts of the body. 
In Queensland's guide to social workers, such things as 
"tickling, wrestling, nuzzling" can be sexual abuse. This writer 
is acquainted with just such ridiculous accusations of sexual 
abuse of children. If we accept the above definitions, most 
parents would be guilty of sex abuse every week of the year. 
Next time we hear of a father being accused of sex abuse, it 
is well to remember the social worker's definition of sex abuse. 


In another case, the family was accused of abuse after it was 
found that the foster parents were physically abusing the child. 
No action was taken against the foster parents. The child was 
finally returned to the family but is now psychologically 
scarred for life. To get compensation, the parents would have 
to go through costly litigation. To the social workers it is simply 
another case. No provision in the Children’s Services Act exists 
for compensation for families wrongly accused and for children 
abused while in the Family Services’ custody. 


Break Families Financially 


The solicitors' fees are prohibitive. The litigation process to 
get the children back breaks most families financially. The fact 
that no proof and no convictions have eventuated does not 
mean that the family will be compensated for its legal expenses. 





Being accused, however falsely, of child abuse, can be a 
financial disaster for a family. 

To get compensation, the parents would have to initiate an 
expensive civil courts litigation. The fear is usually that by 
doing this the family would again incur the wrath of the Family 
Services Department - their children could be taken again. Fear 
of the Family Services Department rules the lives of many a 
Queensland family. As we said, no provision in the Children's 
Services Act exists for the social workers’ "mistakes". It is not 
one of their worries. 


No Conscience 


In the Department itself, heads rarely roll because a family 
has been put through unnecessary trauma or destroyed. The 
social workers simply move on to another case, seemingly 
unaware of the tragedy they have caused. It could be that their 
blind hatred of the family unit has permanently seared their 
conscience. 

In a private enterprise operation, efficiency in meeting a public 
demand for goods or services spells success for the enterprise. 
How do you measure the success of a government department, 
such as the Family Services Department? By the number of 
cases investigated and convictions obtained. It is in the interest 
of both the social workers in the "field" and those in 
supervisory positions to produce more cases and obtain more 
convictions. 


Jobs for the Boys (And Girls) 


The social worker in the field must display both zeal in 
uncovering child abuse and "proving" that it took place. That 
is how he justifies his job. And how does a supervisor justify 
more funding for the expansion of his section and his own 
promotion? By "proving" that child abuse is so rampant in the 
community that the minister will appear very callous if he does 
not approve more funding to "fight child abuse”. More funding. 
of course, Means more "jobs for the boys and girls", commonly 
known as "empire building". That is how, at taxpayers' 
expense, the child abuse "industry" has been built up. 


The persuasive powers and lobbying pressures of the Family 
Services Department are usually sufficient to crush all 
opposition, including that of the elected Parliamentary 
members. Almost daily we read in the press about new "proofs" 
for child abuse in the community. Few dare to question these 
"proofs" which would not stand up to even the most elementary 
scrutiny. 


Jobs for University Students 


Over the recent years we have seen unprecedented increase 
in social work (B.Soc.Wk.) graduates. The proliferation of 
social work graduates began in 1961 when there was only one 
lecturer and four graduating students. In 1987, there were 334 
students in social work and 50 doing post-graduate degrees. To 
1984-85, 1245 social workers have been graduated from 
University of Queensland. This huge proliferation of social 
work graduates has correspondingly seen the creation of 
positions for them to fill. The University has used its 
considerable prestige in the community and its not 
inconsiderable lobbying pressure and persuasive powers to 
seek creation of positions for its graduates. 

The social work lobby has now succeeded in convincing the 
politicians and the public that there is a veritable epidemic of 
child abuse in the community. All too readily the politicians 
have opened up the public purse to their demands. Now the 
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social work lobby is well entrenched and almost beyond 
scrutiny. Their operations go unquestioned and unchecked; 
their powers seem almost unlimited. Their "statistics" on child 
abuse are accepted without question. 


"How can you sleep?" 


It is a plausible notion that the Hitler-like powers of social 
workers over the family attract a type of personality which 
relishes in manipulation and control over others. What is 
certain is that the more sensitive and compassionate amongst 
the ranks of the social workers leave the profession unable to 
stomach the distasteful work they are required to do. [| have 
been told that the turn-over is very high. Only the most callous 
survive and stay on. 


The writer was present at a social worker's visit of a family 
wrongfully accused of child abuse. The father asked her: "How 
can you sleep at night after what you've done to us?" She 
replied smiling: "Very well, thank you." Indeed, this probably 
is true, She is one of the types who "loves" her job and 
destroying families brings no pangs of conscience to her. She 
then proceeded to threaten the family with police action unless 
they complied with the Family Services Department rules for 
the "protection of children", 


"Daddy touched me" 


In another sex abuse case, two subsequent medical reports 
denied any abuse had taken place. The first report claimed 
sexual abuse had taken place. To strengthen their case, the 
social workers and the foster parents coached the six year old 
girl to say "daddy touched me". This was used in court. Also, 
to be used as "proof" was a phallic-like object the child had 
drawn. Another "proof" was that she would "put her head down 
and say nothing” when asked by social workers what she and 
her daddy did on a particular occasion. According to the 
mother, if she had nothing significant to say about an event, 
her habit was to do just that. However, mother's explanation 
was dismissed as merely an attempt to protect the guilty father. 
The child was finally returned when the media began to enquire 
into the case, She is now seriously psychologically damaged 
and the family financially broke. The mother has contracted an 
incurable medical condition as a result of the trauma the family 
has had to suffer. 

Once you are a marked family with the social workers, you 
cannot win, given the fact that they are out to get convictions 
and, thanks to the Children's Services Act, almost a law unto 
themselves. In the eyes of the law, they do no wrong, and in 
the eyes of the same law, the social worker's opinion, because 
it is the opinion of a university-trained professional, is almost 


infallible.

Case Study 


On the 12th of April of this year the Family Services 
Department issued a Care and Protection Order against the 
children of Mr and Mrs Brown. This is not their real name, as 
it is illegal for us to reveal the names of the children. We let 
Mrs Brown continue in her own words: 


"My children now legally belong to the Family Services 
Department. The social workers of the FSD now want to place 
my children in foster care with people we don't know. | am 
especially fearful my children will be abused in foster care. 
They are all girls. They could be sexually abused. | have heard 





of cases of children being taken before from caring, loving 
families, and then abused in foster care. 


My husband has been accused of bashing me and a Protection 
Order has been issued by the Police at Maroochydore against 
him on my behalf. | don't want a Protection Order against my 
husband because he is a 
peaceful loving man who 
has never laid a hand on 
me in our sixteen years of 
married life. The Police 
and the FSD are 
deliberately trying to 
break us up. 

[ want a Protection 
Order against the Family 
Services Department to 
leave my children alone. 
They are my children, 
they love me and their 
father. They are living in 
terrible terror of being 
picked up by the police 
and taken to live with 
strangers. They have 
never lived with 
strangers before. 

My husband has never 
mistreated any of our 
children. Our family doctor can testify to that and so can our 
many friends. It seems the Police and the FSD are determined 
to make me a childless widow. The FSD wants to take my 
children and the Police want to jail my husband." 


"We're From the Government and We're 
Here to Help..." 


"We have already been practically ruined financially by having 
to engage a solicitor. It's also costing me much to keep on the 
run with the children. | might be forced to go and live in another 
State to escape the persecution of my family. 


I used to read about these things happening to families in 
communist countries, but now it's happening to me. I have 
never broken the law nor have | been accused of anything. The 
FSD and the Police want to take my children so they can force 
them to make false accusations against my husband. | am 
willing to have my children questioned by someone 
independent of the Family Services Department." 


"| am convinced the Police are persecuting me because of my 
activities with the Citizens Sufety Council. | have taken a strong 
stand for the right of women to carry pistols to protect 
themselves from muggers and rapists. | demonstrated along 
with other women for an open pistol licence for women at the 
Maroochydore Police Station. Jt proved an embarrassment to 
the Police because it showed that the Police are not able to cope 
with rising crime in Queensland. The Queensland Police have 
failed to make our streets safe for women." 

Mrs Brown is still on the run with her three youngest children, 
while her two teenagers are staying with relatives. Her 
husband's trial has been adjourned from the 3rd of August, with 
no sign of an outcome. We will update this story as more details 


come to hand. Se

This simple little book of 55 pages is a compact expose of 
the banking racket and those who control it's game of fraud. 
Beginning with my not-so-childish question about where the 
banks get all their money, it clearly dispels our erroneous 
notions regarding the banks’ inteprity and generosity. The 
banks have very little actual money. They don't lend money, 
they CREATE credit. They enter figures in ledgers or 
computers representing money and we pay them back with real 
money covering the principal AND interest. The interest is 
their profit. They get something, (lots of something), for 
nothing. This book tells when and how the banking system was 
invented, who invented it, how it works on individual. national 
and international! levels and its devastating effect on personal 
lives and societies. 


Contrary to popular belief, the government no longer controls 
the issue of money. They have handed it over to the banks. You 
may not think that this is such a bad thing. Well think again. 
When was the last ttme YOU had ANY say in how the banks 
run, and when did the banks ever have the best interests of the 
community at heart? Not that we can say the government does, 
but at least. for now anyway, we DO have a say in how the 
government should be run. Even that's debatable these days. 


So who are "the banks"? Look no further. This little book will 
tell you exactly who they are. To quote from page 10: "No 
study of the banking swindle would be complete without some 
refersnce to the House of Rothschild, whose members have 
established themselves as hereditary Princes of Usury. The 
family business was started in Frankfurt in the 18th Century 
by Mayer Amschel Rothschild. He sent his sons to England, 
France and Austria to establish local branches, and within a 
generation this family held al] the nations of Europe in the grip 
of debt." 

Clearly the problem of national debt to international bankers 
is not new. The Rothschilds and related familles are controlling 
the nations by controlling their money and will not be satisfied 
until they control the world through a one world government. 


The reason for the title of this book becomes clear when it 
is demonstrated that the people behind the scenes are mostly, 
if not all, Jewish. The author shows the control of both 
capitalism and communism is conducted by the Jewish 
International Bankers. thus exposing the fraud of "The Cold 





War" and the real reasons behind the changes in Eastern Europe 
over the last few years. He also demonstrates the devastating 
influence of the bankers, through propaganda, on the US and 
Britain through monetary and political control.

For all that this book exposes, the next eight pages will cause 
the biggest outcry, Here the author challenges the validity of 
the "Holocaust". Jt is rightfully not denied that there were 
massacres of Jews by German Nazis and their allies during 
WW!!, but the "other side of the story" is also presented. The 
"Jewish" side is presented and examined for validity alongside 
a summary of the "Fred Leuchter Report" (a scientific report 
refuting the validity of the Jews' claims). The evidence of this 
report, being of course kept out of the mass media by anxious 
Jews who control it, thus keeping the majority of Gentiles 
ignorant, guilty and fearful, This book also says that a copy of 
"The Leuchter Report” can be obtained from: Focal Point 
Publications, Duke Street, London.

When all this seems so bleak and hopeless, the author finishes 
with an encouraging word for those prepared to do battle by 
telling the truth of the return of Christ and the ultimate victory 
of God.

The Longest Hatred may be a little book but if certainly 
delivers a strong message. It's easy to read and economically 
presented.

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WOMAN SOLDIER KILLED 


So read the headline of the Brisbane Sunday Mail September 
li th, 1994. 


Immediately upon seeing the headline, | assumed, as most 
people probably would have, that one of our female soldiers 
serving in Somalia or Cambodia had been tragically killed whilst 
on active duty. It was only upon reading the story that I learned 
that the circumstances surrounding the death of Pte Jacinta 
Wilson and the wounding of Cpl Mike Gardner in the same 
incident were not just tragic but 100% avoidable. 


Pte Wilson was killed when a 9mm Browning Hi Power, which 
had jammed and was being cleared by another soldier, 
discharged. The projectile passed through her chest and lodged 
in the thigh of Cpl Gardner. 


Details as to the exact circumstances of the incident are still 
very sketchy, but it would appear that several fundamental safety 
rules were breached with tragic results. It is all too easy, 
however, to lay the blame solely at the feet of the soldiers 
involved. The soldier who was attempting to clear the weapon 
was clearly negligent in allowing the muzzle of the gun to face 
in the direction of other people, but | believe the real blame must 
rest with the Minister of Defence and ten years of Budget 
cutbacks by the Labor Government, which have resulted in our 
Armed Forces personnel becoming almost as big a danger to 
each other as they are to a foreign aggressor. 


| apoloyise to the career soldiers who will no doubt take offence 
at these comments, but the sad facts are that the government has 
created a situation where as many people as possible in the 
Armed Forces are taken up by public servants and academics. 
The result is we have a multitude of soldiers who have little or 
no interest in mastering the very tool upon which their very life 
may depend. 


The Armed Forces have become the very antithesis of what 
Australia requires to protect us into the 21st Century. Instead of 
judging applicants on their potential to become a great warrior, 
they are being judged on whether they passed physics on their 
HSC. Now whilst it may be helpful to be able to calculate the 
exact angle required to bounce one of those little 556mm 
projectiles off yonder rock to perhaps frighten your enemy 
hiding behind the tree over there, | prefer the old fashioned 
approach, where you take your trusty SLR and cut down the 
bloody tree and the fellow behind it and take the ground. 


The soldier of today has been so effectively emasculated by 
restrictions on the use of live ammunition, that there is no way 
that they can become proficient in the use of their weapons. Now 
| realise that there are some units which, because they will be 
first on the line in the event of an attack (Christ knows what will 
happen when they need to be reinforced or replaced), are trained 
to the extent that they can accurately place their shots, right up 
until their new plastic toy breaks, but this country must have an 
Armed Forces in which every cook, driver and clerk, such as 
those in the Ist Pay Unit in which Pte Watson served, eats, 


sleeps, lives and breathes guns. The average sporting shooter has 
had it flogged into him or her since they were first able to lift 
a gun. : 

Keep the muzzle pointed in a safe direction at all times, keep 
your finger out of the trigger guard until your sights are on 
something you want to shoot, treat every gun as if it is loaded. 
How many times have you copped a clip around the ear for even 
the slightest transgression of any of these rules? At first when 
you were learning you probably made the odd error, most likely 
not checking the chamber of a gun your father handed you just 
to check up on you, but because you were keen and handled 
firearms at every opportunity, it soon became second nature to 
do all these things. Our soldiers do not handle their weapons 
enough to be able to hit their target with confidence, let alone 
develop the instinctive practices required to ensure that even if 
a weapon does discharge through some form of malfunction etc, 
that the subconscious has already allowed for it and taken the 
necessary steps to ensure the shot causes no more than soiled 
underpants. 


The soldiers involved in this incident will probably be hung 
out to dry, when in fact they had been sent into a situation for 
which they had not been trained. There should be an immediate 
re-introduction of Army Cadet units at all secondary schools. It 
is too late to try to teach a soldier which end of a yun to hang 
on to when they enlist in the reserves or the regular forces, That 
should be the time for fine tuning their abilities and teaching 
them the tactics upon which their lives, and ultimately ours, 
depend. 


About the only situation worse than the plight of our Armed 
Forces with regards to weapons training is our Police Force. 
These poor beggars get about thirty rounds every six months 
with which to become proficient with arguably the most difficult 
to master weapon there is, ie a medium to short barrelled double- 
action revolver. Being a competitive pistol shooter, | have seen 
many police officers loosing off a few rounds down at the range 
over the years. | have come to the sad conclusion that if you ever 
become involved in a shoot-out with the police the best thing 
to do is either stand very still or if you must run do it in a straight 
line. Zig-zagging could well get you shot! 

Just think about this for a moment. These people are charged 
with the responsibility of protecting you and [ and carry sidearms 
in the event that lethal force may be required to do so. Now | 
don't know about you, but it makes me very nervous to think 
that if a bank robber should grab me as a hostage, | may well 
be in more danger than the person that the cops are aiming at. 


Once again the officers are not really to blame. Many of them 
regard their guns as just a pain in the backside that make it hard 
to get in and out of the car. If we had a government with the 
vood sense to require our Police officers to be properly trained, 
the people who feel that their new stainless steel revolvers are 
yreat because they are easier to clean the wasps’ nests out of, 
would slowly either come to appreciate that this is perhaps the 
most important tool that they will ever need. or they will quit; 
either way we will be safer for it.

As some of you know, on days like today I am not all that 
keen on speakers and their speeches. It is generally the practise 
on Anzac day and Vietnam Veterans Day to have a seemingly 
endless stream of non-combatants and political leaders talking 
about sacrifice, duty, honour and loyalty. Words that over the 
past few years ~ and today - they seem not to know the true 
meaning of. These young men that this stone represents knew 
the meaning of these words. 


I was asked by the Vietnam Veterans Association to give an 
address today. As an ex-soldier who spent four years in 
Vietnam, | think this practise of ex-soldiers giving a short 
address, especially on a day like today - is good and must 
continue. 


We are here on this sad occasion to honour and pay tribute 
to these young men who died and those who were wounded 
in Vietnam, Borneo, Malaya and Korea. Young men who had 
a commitment to their country and who showed it. 


Honour the Fallen 

So many people today talk about Australia and how 
proud they are to be Australian. Some even get quite 
aggressive when talking about their country. Talk is 
cheap! It proves nothing! These young men - and these 
older men here today - showed their commitment to their 
country. These young men - and there were hundreds of 
them - did not let you down; they did not take the easy 
option or "go with the flow". They knew as did we that 
you would have to put your life on the line and they did 
not shirk their duty. They were not disloyal to their 
leaders. 


Some of us here today still carry the wounds we 
received fighting for our country - against regimes that 
were corrupt. despotic and evil - who killed and 
mistreated their own people; who also invaded other 
countries and enslaved the people. 


Wake Up! 
This is not talk from Hollywood or a James Bond book 
- it is real. There are people out there that want this 
country and who will use force to take it. 


25 or 30 years ago the government sent a battalion plus 
support troops to Vietnam. Even then back in those days, 
our defence forces were so small that National Service 
was introduced to help make up the numbers. It was a 
disgrace that Australia did not have an adequate defence 
force that could spare a couple of thousand men for 
Vietnam. Today it is even worse as the defence forces 
are far smaller than in the Vietnam era. It is the responsibility 
of our leaders to ensure that there is an adequate defence force 
to protect us. We do not want the situation of 1942 when very 
young militia men literally gave their lives to buy time until 
an army could be trained. While our leaders talk and prance 
around with a great deal of pomp and ceremony - it is the young 


men who have to do the dying! 


Perhaps we should resort to the system of a thousand years 
ago when, if the king or tribal leader wished to fight a war - 
he actually led his troops into battle - was generally right up 
at the sharp end and knew exactly what it was all about! Sadly 
today we have very few of our leaders who have actually been 
in the defence forces let alone up at the sharp end! To further 
make the point - we have a Vietnam draft dodger - a 
conscientious objector - a young man quite unlike these young 
men - who did not want to serve his country - one who does 
not know what sacrifice, honour and duty is about - yet he has 
become the Supreme Commander of the Armed Forces and 
President of the United States of America. He - who now sends 
other young men to war! I wonder if he actually knows what 
the words honour and duty really mean. 


A Word With Two Meanings? 


The second point that | would like to make is about that word 
sacrifice. This word is used all too easily by our leaders and 
again - | don't think they know what it means. The young men 
that are represented here by this stone knew all about sacrifice 
- as do some of us old soldiers here today. For a start we are 
not encouraged by the attitude of the Department of Veterans 
Affairs which is staffed mainly by public servants who have 
never served in the armed forces. It seems to have been given

instructions from our leaders to present any and every 
obstruction it can find to make claims for compensation or 
benefit to old soldiers as difficult as possible. If it cannot find 
a way to prevent paying anything at all by lying or concealing 
documents - it seems to delay them to such a degree that you 
ask yourself - is it worth all the bother?!!

This is a skilfully crafted book 
by Colin Finkemeyer gathering 
together the individual stories 
of nineteen men of the 4th Anti- 
Tank Regiment who survived 
the Second World War under 
the most heinous treatment and 
conditions inflicted by the 
Imperial Japanese Army after 
the surrender of Singapore in 
February 1942. The Regiment 
accounted for itself very well up to the end of hostilities, with 
one of its Troops having dispatched eight tanks while attached 
to the 2/29th Australian Infantry Battalion in their desperate 
struggle at Muar on the east coast of Malaya, while another 
Troop, attached to the 2/30th Australian Infantry Battalion did 
similar good work. 


The individual stories tell not so much about 
the actions before Percival's surrender, but 
about the conditions, about death, about 
courage, about mateship, about fun and laughter f 
which kept many of them alive for nearly four § 
years, and about the great inhumanity inflicted 
by the victor on the victims. One in three of the | 
Regiment did not survive to tell their tale! 
These were mostly young men, tough from 
farms in the north of Victoria, and their stories 
are told with the humility of those whose life 
is not one of penmanship, but the old Australian 
slang comes through as a breath of fresh cool 
air in these politically correct days. 


Written basically for the members of the 4th 
Anti-Tank Regiment and their relatives, it is a 
must for most Australians, for in its simple 
honesty, and without the need to toe any official 
line, it is a most vivid reminder of the past, and 
a warning for the future!

IN THE COUNTRY OF THE BLIND 


THE ONE-EYED MAN IS KING 





U>, until the turn of the century, infantry wars were fought 


pretty well during office hours; both sides disengaged at sunset 
and, apart from some blind patrolling, retired for the night. Let's 
face it. if you can't see 'em, you can't hit 'em. This state of 
affairs, of course, brought its own set of problems; while the 
enemy knew he couldn't be seen, he could reinforce, regroup, 
resupply, retrieve wounded, set boobytraps, send out patrols, 
eat. sleep and generally do anything you spent all day trying 
to stop him from doing. 

The civilian side of this story is pretty much the same. Few 
burglars and vandals will operate in broad daylight, but will 
wait for the cloak of darkness. 


Of course, with the advent of batteries and field generators 
came torches and searchlights. The infantry in WW] France 
could now sweep dirty great 
searchlights across the lines, 
catching unwary opponents 
in the open. while parachute 
flares did the same. 
Unfortunately, searchlights, 
flares and torches also let the 
opposition know that they 
are being observed, and give 
them a nice bright target to 
aim at. The same goes for 
security guards; | don't think 
| would like to be flashing a 
torch around a warehouse 
complex in today’s 
triggerhappy environment. 


Eat Lots of Carrots 


In the 1960s, the Americans 
came up with the answer: the 
image converter tube. This 
device consists. basically, of 
a tube with a screen at each em 
end and a bank of amplifiers 
in between. When light 
(gathered by lenses, like a telescope) hits the front screen, it 
causes the screen to emit electrons. These electrons are then 
passed through the bank of amplifiers. which can increase their 
energy by 60,000 times, and finally are passed to the second 
screen. which shows a highly light-amplified picture of 
whatever the tube is pointing at. 

Since even the stars supply light, what to the naked eye Is a 
dark starlit night becomes a bright daylight-like scene after 
amplification. Add to this the fact that no illuminating beam 
is emitted, and suddenly the battlefield was a whole lot less safe 
after dark. Stick your head out of your hole at midnight and a 
sniper with a night-vision scope could still rum your day. 


Things That Go Bonk In The Night 
There are occasionally totally dark. starless, moonless nights, 
and of course there is no light at all in tunnels. buildings, etc, 
so an answer was found for that too. Infra-red is a part of the 
light spectrum which is invisible to the unaided human eye, but

can De used by specially treated lenses. Fit your night-vision 
device with a low-power infra-red laser and hey presto, you 
now have a device which allows you to see in total darkness, 
while remaining unseen yourself. The devices have been 
adapted to various forms; small monocular telescopes, 
binoculars, rifle scopes, head-worn units for night driving/ 
flying, ete. 

Developing these devices cost the Americans in the region 
of $18 million. The manufacturing costs in the US of even a 
basic unit was (and is) over US$1000 each. The Russians then 
pinched the technology and developed their own versions of 
the equipment. Cheap R&D. 

Until recently, getting hold of a night-vision device on the 
civilian market was akin to buying yourself a Rapier missile 
launcher: nice if you could do it, but you'd better have excellent

Then the Iron Curtain came down, and the old 
Warsaw Pact disintegrated. The Russian government found 
themselves with warehouses full of military equipment which 
would now never be needed against NATO in Europe. Night 
Vision equipment included. 

Russian development in the night-vision field closely 
paralleled American. They designed the same kind of devices: 
monoculars. binoculars. scopes. headgear, ete. True to Russian 
engineering principles. however. most gear was Ivan-proofed. 
ie made to last in the field. 

| have seen a US made night-vision device (a "Starlight 
Scope") ruined (at $2200 each) by a troopie dropping his pack, 
forgetting it had a scope in it. While it must be borne in mind 
that the Russian gear is still sophisticated electronic equipment. 
most units will take normal field abuse. 

American and Russian development of night-vision is now 
in its third generation of devices: they have units now which 
will pick up the infra-red energy emitted by the human body. 
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with no illumination of any kind. These devices are horrible 
expensive, and I wouldn't hold your breath waiting for them 
to hit the civilian market. [f you have contacts in the SEALS, 
SAS, KGB or Spetzatz you might be able to second-mortgage 
your house for one, but I doubt it. The Russian equipment now 
available is all first and second generation, and no American 
gear is freely available, but hey, in the country of the blind, 
the one-eyed man is king. 


"l Have A Vision..." 


So what kind of capability are we talking about? In 
monoculars, the bottom of the range is the PN1 passive device, 
which will give you 100m of daylight vision with 1/4 moon. 
The TNS2.6 will give you 200m, or 75m using the laser. The 
Baigish (Owl) 7c will give you 300m and will connect to your 
35mm camera. In binoculars, you can't go past the Filan BH 
2.5: these are Russian Army units with a daylight vision range 
of 300m with a 1/4 moon and nearly |km with a full moon, 
and built like a tank. The Baigish 12 binoculars perform just 
as well but have more elegant lines, If rifle scopes are your area, 
the NP2 or the PON 3 will give you 300m ona 1/4 moon and 
will mount to any 22 or 223 with dovetails. If you have a 7.62 


with dovetails, an NP2AR or NP3 (with laser) will give 300m 
too. Bear in mind though, that a sniper using a laser-assisted 
night-vision scope advertises his presence to anyone else who 
happens to be looking through a night-vision scope! Of course, 
rabbits and roos won't care. There are 25 different models and

They Don't Make 'Em Like They Used To 


Where are the Christians of old? When Christianity was a new 
movement they conflicted with the philosophies of the Roman 
Empire. They only had to deny being a Christian an they were 
released, but the Christian martyrs had conviction. They were 
the ones who sang songs in the Roman arena as the lions pulled 
them to bits and ate them. These people kept their ideals and 
convictions together as they watched the lions crunching up 
their children's legs. The crowd jeered, laughed, hooted, drank, 
ate cakes and made bets on who would be eaten first. The 
Christians stood or kneeled unarmed defenceless as the hungry 
beasts selected them as a gut tearing meal. Have you ever 
watched the big cats being fed at the zoo? Imagine the horror 
if the meal was human and half of it was still alive. The 
Christians in those days had "true grit". They had an ideal to 
work towards and sacrificed themselves for future generations. 
Fourteen hundred years later the Christians were still at it. 
They thought the Catholic Pope and the Jesuits wanted world 
domination (and they might well have been right). Christians 
stood up for what they thought was right and thousands got 
burnt at the stake for what they believed in. 

Having conviction in what you believe in has always 
commanded my respect, whether it was a Jehovahs Witness 





banging at the door or a Buddhist monk burning himself to 
death outside the American Embassy. Even if you know they 
are wrong, courage commands respect. Where are the 
Christians today? Christians who have the conviction of Hugh 
Latimer. Hugh was educated at Cambridge University and was 
ordained a priest in around |5]0. He subscribed to the orthodox 
Roman Catholicism but in 1525 he came into contact with a 
group who were influenced by Martin Luther's new doctrines. 
He converted to protestantism and gained Royal favour by 
speaking out against the Pope and in support of Henry the 
Eighth. 


He befriended two other rising reformers, Thomas Cromwell 
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and Thomas Cranmer. These powerful backers, one who was 
to become Henry the Eighth's head of the Secret Service and 
the other became his Archbishop of Canterbury, could not 
protect him from the Church of the day, which was the Roman 
Catholic Church. Before investigators Latimer refused to 
subscribe to certain articles of faith such as the existence of 
purgatory and the need to venerate Saints. He was 
excommunicated and imprisoned. 


An Inspiration 

When Cromwell came to power Latimer was elevated in 1535 
to the Bishopric of Worcester, His sermons attracted large 
crowds and were often patronised by the Royal Court. He 
refused to resume his Bishopric because he wanted to preach 
without fear or favour. When the Catholic Mary Tudor 
ascended the throne in September 1553 he was arrested on 
charges of treason; taken to Oxford for trial he was burned there 
with the reformer Nicholas Ridley on October 16 1555. At the 
stake Latimer immortalised himself by exhorting his fellow 
victim Ridley with the words ..." Be of good comfort, Master 
Ridley and play the man. We shall this day light such a candle, 
by God's grace in England as I trust shall never 
be put out". 

When Ridley saw the flames leap up. he cried 
out with a loud voice, "Lord, into Thy hands I 
commend my spirit. Lord, receive my spirit!" 

Latimer cried as vehemently on the other side, 
"© Father of heaven, receive my soul!" He 
received the flame as if embracing it. After he 
stroked his face with his hands and bathed them 
a little in the fire, Latimer died with little 
visible pain, 

The sight of Ridley and Latimer's struggle 
moved hundreds in the crowd to tears, seeing 
years of study and knowledge, all the godly 
virtues, so much dignity and honour- all 
consumed in one moment. 


These days, with few exceptions, Christians 
only look to God to sort their personal 
problems out, polish up their knees on a 
Sunday and keep their head down all week. 
They do not consider what their fellow 
parishioners are coping with, they do not consider sharing their 
economic and social problems with their Church fnends. They 
do not understand that the other side wants them out of the 
picture permanently, the Christian, his philosophies, his family, 
are all surplus to requirements. 

Some of them might have to be martyrs if they want their 
children to retain any vestiges of an honest life. If some of them 
do not find any backbone they will either compromise and join 
in with the World Council of Churches’ socialistic mumbo 
jumbo with Bishop Tutu or be sent to a re-education camp for 
people who vilify homosexuals or Jews. 


Some Christians might be petty and say. "Oh yeah but what 
are the non-Christians doing about the New World Order?" 
Well I would like to remind them that it is not a very zood 
Christian comment. You are supposed to be the guardians of 
our morals standards. Are not the Christians supposed to show 
the way? | know of some smal!

The Government, with its 
concern for regional policy, has no more urgent reform that 
the full regionalisation of government finding programmes .... 
We should have a House of Representatives for international 
matters and nationwide national matters, an assembly for the 
affairs of each of our dozen largest cities, and regional 
assemblies for the few score areas of rural production and 
resource development outside those cities..." 

Whitlam was followed by the President of the Australian 
Local Government Association, Alderman Peter Woods: 


"On the agenda for 2001 is the question of Australia ay a 
Republic. Some of you may wonder what this has to do with

partnerships between spheres of government. 
It is a fair question. 
ff we remain a Constitutional Monarchy we will almost 
certainly remain in a Federation. lf we get rid of the Monarchy

singularly inuppropriate ... they are the wrong structures, with 
the wrong tools in the wrong place at the wrong time. 

I propose that the Australian Local Government Association 
Should call together the first "General Assembly of Local 
Government” in Australia in October 1994, This will be a new 


form of Parliament - a new process. | propose that Councils 


in euch region bused on the federal electorate, elect three of 
their council members to be voting delegutes to the general 
assembly. | would expect each delegation to be backed by 
uppropriate Local Government advisers ..." 

That Conference has now been finalised for the first week in 
November (Nov. 6-9) If unsuspecting local councillors are 
conned into taking part in this unconstitutional and illegal new 
type of Parliament in Australia, the scene will have been set 
for the eventual abolition of the States, the Fabian dismissal 
of the Crown, and the lurid dawn of Keating's new Republic.
